Angora, 
strongly emphasing the necessity of an early conclusion of the peace 

negotiations, ag the financial position of Angora is becoming untenable. 

The Turks will undoubtedly be greatly disappointed with the 
British memorandum handed to them, explaining that it is impossible 
to detach Mosul from Iraq. It po.nts out that the Turcomans only 
form one-twelfth of the population of Mesul, which, moreover, is 
dependent economically on Iraq and Syria rather than on Asia Minor, 
while strategically its cession to Turkey would make Bagdad and Iraq 
almost defenceless and involve the break-up of the State. The 
memorandum.makes it clear’that Britain's mandate obligations will bey 
held up and that Iraq is indivisible. .
